The train was stopped a short distance 
beyond the trestle and Conductor Corey 
walked back, but by that time the men 
and the boy were out of danger and the 
train proceeded,

Was Indiscreet, but Did Not | 
Disturb Peace.

to a ruling made Thursday by Judge 
Kleiber of the Wyoming Street Police 
Court, who dismissed the charges of 
peace disturbance against Slupsky, pre- 
ferred by Lawrence and Martus Prince, 
adjoining neighbors. 

Immediately after Judge Kleiber dis- 
charged the defendant an appea: was 
taken by the State, at the instance of 
A. .G. Goodbar, an attorney.) @iid 
the matter will be taken up to the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

The evidence in the case, which was 
heard a week ago, showed that Siups- 
ky attended the Juvenile Court, where 
A. O. Rule Jr. had been sentenced to 
be whipped by his father for burning 
9-vear-old Sol Slupsky with a piece of 
punk, and Benjamin Prince, 17 years 
old, had been discharged after admit- 
ting that he slapped Sol. The alleged 
peace disturbance took place on Slup- 
sky’s return home. 

Judge Kleiber said in delivering his 
opinion that “‘Col.’’ Slupsky’s language 
was indiscreet, and that it would have 
been better had he delivered himself 
ef his anger inside his house, but it 
had to come out somewhere. 

Slupsky stood on his back porch and 
saw h!s son Sol pass back to Benjamin 
Prince a chieken which had come 
through the fence. That precipitated 
his outburst, which, according to the 
testimony, was addressed to his own 
negro servant and: not to the Prince 
brothers, who came out into their back 
yard to listen. 

Slupsky. told his servant to see that 
the dog killed any chicken that came 
through the fence, and he added that 
he would kill anybody who ventured up- 
on his premises to interfere. The Princes 
alleged that the profane language used 
by Slupsky in delivering these orders 
disturbed their peace. 

Former Judge Chester H. Krum, coun- 
sel for Slupsky, submitted a brief which 
concluded as follows:

Fence Makes Difference. 

The evidence shows that the par-

CHICAGO, July 22.—Suffering from a 


bullet wound inflicted by her own 
daughter, Mrs. Gertrude A. Hinckley, a 
wealthy widow living at 4411 Ellis ave- 
nue, is near death today. She told how 


she was wounded after insisting for 
hours that ‘she had been accidentally 
shot.

FEAR I$ FELT FOR 1000 AT 
CHURCH CAMP IN STORM’S PATH 


Efforts Are Made to Reach Palacios 
on Texas Coast Where 


Baptists Gathered. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 22.—On ac- 
count of the anxiety felt over the fate 
of a thousand or more persons ag the 
State Baptist young people’s encamp- 
ment at Palacios, on the coast of Tex- 
as, an effort is being made to reach 
that point. All telegraph wires are 
down. 

Communication was established this 
afternoon with Angleton, a town of 
2000 people on the gulf coast south of 
Galveston. Angleton reported that near- 
ly every house in the town had been 
badly damaged as a result of yester- 
day's hurricane.

Mr. Young just returned from Sing 
Sing, where he spent two days with 
Capt. Hains, preparing the papers in 
an appeal from the verdict of the 
Flushing jury, which will be presented 
to the appellate division at the opening 
of the fall term. 

Capt. Hains is a civil engineer with 
an army training and has perfected 
several small inventions. After reach- 
ing Sing Sing he was placed in charge 
of the drafting room of the prison tin 
and iron works, which are conducted by 
private contractors.

The Morganford road depression is 
régarde’d as the most feasible solution 
of the crossing problem.

Realty Man Declares He Has 
Little Faith in Collecting 
Through. Court. 








Martin L. Dawson, who, at the point 
of a pistol, took $370 from Simon Seelig, 
president of the Savings Trust Co., in 
the trust company’s office at Delmar 
boulevard and Aubert avenue, Wednes- 
day, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he did not have much 
confidence in courts as collection agen- 
cies and that he preferred his own meth- 
od. Dawson is a prisoner at the New- 
stead Avenue Polio Station. 

A warrant charging assault to kil: 
Was issued against Dawson Thursday 
Both Seelig and W. R. Alexander, 
cashier of the Savings Trust Co., ap- 
peared against Dawson when applica- 
tion was made for the warrant. 

“I thought the matter over deliber- 
ately,”’ he said. ‘I didn’t want to raise 
any fuss unless I had to, but I was 
after the money. I would do the same 
thing again tomorrow if the ogcasion 
should arise.’’ 

Dawson and Seelig exchanged shots as 
Dawson was leaving the bank with the 
money, but neither was wounded. A 
large crowd collected and Dawson was 
arrested in an alley near the bank. The 
shooting occurred about 3 p. m., Wednes- 
lay. 

Dawson is a ‘‘free lance’’ realty dealer 
and formerly worked for Seelig as a 
traveling salesman, when Seelig was in 
the wholesale dry goods business at 
Helena, Ark. 


Argued Over Land Deal. 
Seelig gave a Post-Dispatch reporter 


an account of the transaction that led 
up to Dawson’s demand for money and 
the pistol duel. The bank president 
said Dawson went to him several weeks 
ago and wanted to negotiate a loan on 
588 acres of land in Texas which he 
said was worth $25,000. Dawson wanted 
a loan of half that amount and said he 
would get a commission if he obtained 
the moeney. 

Seelig told him that first the land- 
owners must furnish $100 to. pay for an 
examination of the property. An expert 
reported-in favor of the loan, but the 
abstract showed that there were 570 
instead of 588 acres in the tract. Seelig 
said he would cut the loan down, on 
that account, to $12,300. 

Dawson, he,said, called him over the 
telephone, talked abusively and declared 
that the deal was off altogether. 

The $100 te pay for title examination 
had been in the form of a check drawn 
by the Alfred Ricketts Realty Co. See- 
lig said a representative of that com- 
pany took up the matter of the Texas 
loan with him and that the deal was 
consummated Wednesday morning, both 
parties ignoring Dawson. 

Dawson claimed $365 commission, See- 
lig said, and it was to demand that, 
although he had not figured in the loan, 
that Dawson went into the bank with 
drawn revolver.

Sea Wall Saves City, but 
Beach Is Wrecked by Lash- 
ing of Waves. 





NEW HOTEL HAMMERED 


Concrete Building Stands 
Pounding of Waters, Bath 
Houses Fall. 


By Associated Press. 

GALVESTON, Tex., July 22.—Galves- 
ton has weathered a repetition of the 
storm of 1900, when a tidal wave sur- 
faced the Island City, taking a toll of 
Itves counted in the thousands and 
causing a property loss counted in mil- 
lions of dollars, without the loss of a 
single life in Galveston, and with a 
property loss trivial in comparison. To 
the seawall alone is due the fact that 
the city is standing today. 

In the vicinity of Galveston, 10 lives 
were lost as a result of the storm, the 


li members of a fishing party at Tarpon 


Pier, several miles in the gulf, being 
overwhelmed. The total property loss is 
estimated at $100,000. 

TFintshed but four years ago at a cost 
of $2,000,000 by the United States Govern- 
ment and Galveston County, the sea- 
wal), a gigantic mass of marble and 
concrete, standing 17 feet high and 17 
fect thick at the base and gradually 
sloping at the top, yesterday success- 
tully withstood the onslaught of the 
raging gulf, as whitecapped wave after 
wave was hurled against it. 

Damage to Wall Feared. 

Whether or not this mass of construc- 


water can only be told when the waters 
of the gulf finally fall back to their 
normal place. Constructed on piling 
driven deep into the ground, it was 
thought impregnable to the action of 
the gulf, but the piling is driven into 
sand only. Should the sand ~ have 
seeped away, a million dollars more will 
have to be expended in filling in. 

Galveston Beach will have to be re- 
built. When the seawall was construct- 
ed, the encircling band of concrete and 
steel was laid to the rear of the bath- 
houses and below the beach stretched 
out 1000 feet to the water. Between the 
water line and the wall were the two 
bathhouses, Murdock’s and the Break- 
ers, constructed in recent years at a 
cost of $25,000 each. These were swept 
away and scattered the nine-mile length 
of Galveston Island. 

A mile te the west and at the end of 
the seawall boulevard, unscratched, 
stands the new surf bath, recently com- 
pleted at a cost of $40,000. Standing on 
piling driven as deep as those supporting 
the seawall, this new hotel and resort 
successfully withstood the onslaught of 
the gulf and today it is the only thing 
standing between the water line and the 
wall. 

City’s Isolation Brief. 

Working throughout the night by the 
light of lanterns, piledrivers worked at 
each end of the mile trestle spanning 
Galveston Bay by the island and main- 
land and by tonight the breach caused 
by a drifting barge will have been re- 
paired and traffic resumed to the island. 
Until this is repaired, Galveston will be 
isolated from the mainiand, as this is 
the only bridge, and no launch will at- 
tempt to cross the rolling bay. 

Tarpon Pier, where occurred the only 
loss of life thus far reported, is at the 
end of a narrow and rocky: promontory 
which sheers into the deep gulf. Waves 
sweeping the hotel from the mit of 
the rocks cast 1. persons into the water 
and they drowned. The bodies have not 
been recovered. 

At Rollover, Capeland and Patten 
Beach, near Bolivar, 3v from Beaumont 
and surrounding cities were camped out 
for the summer, but all are reported 
safe. 

The damage caused by the storm is 
estimated at $100,000.

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THE WABASH TRACKS PROBLEM. 

When the question of abolishing the grade 
crossings of the Wabash and Rock Island north 
of Forest Park, from Union boulevard west, was 
last before the Board of Public Improvements the 
Post-Dispatch suggested the only plan which 
would completely and finally solve all the prob- 
lemns and rid that residence district of the nui- 
sance of railroad tracks, This plan was the re- 
moval of the Wabash tracks to the Mill Creek 
Valley, south of the perk.

.  BOLIVIA’S TROUBLES. 

In plain terms Bolivia, the defeated party in a 
boundary dispute with Peru, has accused the 
judge of dishonesty and proposes to thrash him. 
The court happens to be the sovereign State of 

Argentina, to which the dispute was referred un- 
der an agreement to arbitrate. 

The land in dispute is the territory known as 
Acre, containing more than 70,000 square miles. 
Just how Peru came to havo a claim to it is not 
clear. It lies in a remote region 2500 miles from 
the coast and it came first into notice 10 years 
ago when it was discovered to be the best rub- 
ber country known. That discovery caused its 
settlement by Brazilian rubber growers. 

These Brazilians objected to the Bolivian sys- 
Efforts to secure a_ change 
failed and in 1899 the business men of Acre met in 
convention and set up a republic with a Spaniard 
named Galvez as president. This was practical- 
ly secession from Bolivia. Brazil sent troops to 
the border and a Bolivian force arrived later, 
suppressed the rebellion and restored order. La- 
ter there was another outbreak and the Brazilians 

_ in Acre enlisted the efforts of their people. This 

finally led to the cession of the territory to Bra- 
gil, which paid Bolivia $10,000,000. 

Before this transfer was effected Pern claimed 
the territory. The dispute was prolonged. Brazil 
seems to have looked to Bolivia to clear the title 
and eventually Argentina was appealed to for 
judgment of the case. 

Bolivia has officially declined to accept the de- 
cree and in doing so impugned the motives of Ar- 
gentina. There seems to be substance for Bo- 
livia’s attitude because the original] rebellion, 
when Acre was creeping into sight, was against 
Bolivia. Argentina has, of course, no claim to 
Acre, and has severed diplomatic relations in re- 
sentment of an insult. It may fight to vindicate 
its honor. Peru may fight Bolivia to sustain the 
decree. Attacked both north and south, Bo- 
livia may be soundly thrashed, but the right of 
case seems to be hers.

bash, urged that the city begin negotiations at 
once with the Wabash for the abandonment of its 
tracks and rights of way in the district where 
they are objectionable. He pointed cut that the 
Wabash has another entrance to the city on the 
north side and the Rock Island could come in 
over the tracks of the Frisco, which belong to 
its system. 

Mayor Wells indorsed the plan as “ideal’’ and 
said that with its large police powers the city 
could go far towards enforcing any conditions re- 
quired for public safety and the proger develop- 
ment of the city. It could practically compel rail- 
roads to conform to the public welfare plans. 

The Post-Dispatch does not ignore the rights of 
the Wabash, nor do we think the city should do 
so, or should impose injustice upon the railroad. 
But, on the other hand, the railroad management 
should be mindful of the interests of the city. It 
should be willing to co-operate, so far as it can, 
in the best development of the city and in plans 
to beautify it and promote the general welfare. if 
the location of railroad tracks seriously interrupt 
the city’s development, greatly damaging a fine 
park and threatening the ruin of its surrounding 
residence district, then the railroad should be 
willing to co-operate with the city in conserving 
the public interest. It should, on fair terms, re- 
move its objectionable trackage to another lo- 
cality. If the railroad refuses to co-operate the 
city should use all of its power to compel it to 
conform to general welfare plans. 

The municipal administration and every inter- 
est concerned in this track problem should com- 
bine in an endeavor to obtain a final, permanent 
and satisfactory solution. ; 

The Mayor and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments or a commision of citizens should take 1p 
this question with the railroads and find out what 
is the best plan to remove the tracks from the 
north side of the park, what it would cost and 
what compensating advantages could be assured 
the roads. When the plan has been formulated in 
detail, let us bend every energy to its accomplish- 
ment. 

The cost may be heavy, but the end is worth a 
large expenditure. The cost of solving the prob- 
lem by any plan suggested would be great. 
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It takes more than a presidential dinner to sat- 
isfy the hunger of the favored interests for tariff 
fat.

Europe 
is full of such wealthy Americans. I 
won’t mention any names, but perhaps 
I don’t need to mention them.”’ 

‘‘Most of the American millionaires I 
have met abroad are snobs,’’ continued 
Mr. Brady.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The aero- 
plane tests at Fort Myer last evening 
were more of a social success than any 
of their predecessors.

heights. 

Back of the ropes were gathered 6000 
people, including Cabinet members, dip- 
lomats, officers high in military and na- 
val rank, senators and representatives 
by the bushel.
